Examiner's Statement of Reason 's for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
This Notice of Allowance is in response to the Decision by the Board on October 21 , 

2004. 

Prior art was found, the combination of Ogasawara and Jelen, which disclosed user and 
product location where users are informed of discounts related to products and wireless 
communications to users can utilize InfraRed. 

However, the Board found that Ogasawara did not disclose 'transmission of product 
information to the customer' and that Jelen c does not overcome the deficiencies of Ogasawara'. 
Furthermore, the Board found that the cited prior art did Not disclose that 'the signals received 
by the customer. . .contain localized product information which is matched to product desired by 
the customer in order to signal the customer that he is in the vicinity of a desired product'. 

Hence, the Board stated that the prior art cited does not disclose the combination of the 
specific features stated above.
